Saturday’s Lakeside racing was full of spec- 
tacularity and movement. The card was well bal- 
anced and from it came some stirring con- 
tention. 

Brewer Schorr of Memphis, a good turfman, 
had one of the good days his investment de- 
serves. He won the handicap with Macy and 
the two-year-old event with Presbyterian. Both 
were stout public favorites with the mob 
and the owner and won in impressive style. 

Presbyterian had Bannockburn and the un- 
beaten Alleviate for opponents. Alleviate 
wasn’t at razor edge, yet the religious colt won 
like a canon at least. 

Macy had to measure strides with Boanerges, 
who had given him such a hard race last Thurs- 
day. Macy had three more pounds in weight 
against him too. The Schorr colt — one of spark- 
ling speed — won running away in the fast time 
of 1 :53i, for nine furlongs. 

There was a big Saturday crowd at the track. 
It gave the ring a stout argument from end to 
end and defeated it, as five of the six events 
were won by the favorites.
